Poor Singapore Preparations 


London, Feb: 23.—Inadequate air forces, lack of air cover for a 
severely reduced naval striking force, and the failure of land recin- 
forcements to arrive until it was too late to save the situation were 
the chicf causes of the Allied failure to check the Japanese advance 


in the South-West Pacific. 


The acute difficulties under whieh the British, Duteh and Aust ralian Joint 
Command operated in January and February, 1942, were disclosed tonight in 
the despatch of General Sir Archibald Wavell, the Supreme Allied Commander 
in the South-West Pacific, now Field Marshal Lord Wavell. ;

Gencral Wavell sald he got loyal 
co-operation from hia colleagues on 
the internatlonal headquarters. As 
all Dutch spoke English, there was 
no language difficulty. 

Detailing the difMicultles of build- 
ing up the air defences os the efforts 
to achleve the’ maln objectives began, 
General Wavell sald the distances by 
sea from the sources of supply— 
Britain and the United States—were 
so preat that few aeroplanes arrived 
by ship before the evacuation. 

Air routes {rom Australia on the 
east or by Africa. India and Burma 
on the west were so Jong’ and 
hazardous that wastage was ex- 
tremely high, The Australian 
Government too succeeded in getting 
a number of American aircraft 
Intended for ABDA, which were 
diverted to the defence of Australia. 

While = rcoranisation was incom- 
plete, the Japanese attacked acro- 
dromes in Southern Sumatra and 
also much vital equipment was lost 
at sen between Malaya and Sumatra, 

“The result of all the factors was 
that the Allied Air Force, Instead 
of inereasing in strength and ob- 
taining: = superiority over the 
Japanese, wasted with gradually in- 
creasing rapidity and. was finally 
completcly destroyed”, 

General Wavell sald it became 
obvious towards the end of January 
that the Allies were likely to bo 
driven back into Singapore Island 
and that troops arriving in February 
could hardly be landed in Singa- 
pore, . i 

WEAKLY GUARDED DROMES 

It was then proposed to use the 
first Australian division to arrive to 
secure important groups of acro- 
dromes in Southern Sumatra, which 
were “wenkly guarded,” while the 
2nd Division and the 7th Armoured 
Brigade reinforced the yvarrison of 
Java. 

Early in February, the 7th Ar- 
moured Brignde was sent to rein- 
force the ‘hard-pressed Burma Army 
und “before: more than advance 
parties of the Australian corps could 
arrive, South Sumatra had been 
captured by the enemy ‘and Java 
wns so closcly threatened that 
would have been impossible to land 
any large number of troops.” 

Australlans were diverted to 
Australia and Ceylon after the 
Australian Government had refused 
consent to its being used to rein- 
force Burma, 

“To sum up, land reinforcements 
arrived too Jate to save the situr- 
tion in elther Maloya or The Nether- 
lunds East Indies.” . ‘ 

' Commenting on naval strength, 
General Wavell said a considerable 
part of the available naval 
were employed in escorting convoys 
into Singapore and occasionally be- 
-tween-Australia-and-Jave.—- 

"The striking force was therefore 
small and no alr forces were ever 
available to cover It once it was 
even a short distance from Java, 
while to operate anywhere within 
range of a Japanese air base was 
to invite a heavy and dangerous air 
attack, 

“Since the enemy never moved his 
naval forees or convoys outside the 
range of alr support, our only hope 
of actlon Wwas by a rapid dashing in 
at night and out again. 

“This manocuvre - led to a very 
success{ul destroyer attack near 
Ballkpapan on January 23, but the 
enemy never gave us the chance to 
repeat it.” 

METHODICAL JAPANESE 

General Wavell declared that. the 
Jupnnese advances jn The Nether- 
lands East Indies were methodical. 
“They secure a line of air bases, 
then, with oircraft established on 
these bases, they ottacked our air 
forces on the next bases to the south, 

“When they judged the air strength 
on these bases was sufficiently 
reduced, they sent o seaborne ex- 
pedition to seize them and so on. 

“On capturing an aerodrome, they 
were very. quick in repairing any 
destruction and !n establishing air 
forces and developing an air warn- 
ing system, 

“So stereotyped were their methods 
that it) became possible to predict 
with reasonable accuracy the. date 
of the next advance and Its objective.”

DECISION TO WITHDRAW

I-had already 
enabled to the Prime Minister on 
January 19, warning him that the 
defence of Singnpore Island was 
very far from strong and might’ not 
nie out for long Hf Johore was

Generat Wavell said tha = ex- 
perience of Crete hnd shown that if 
the Alltes maintalned a weak alr 
foree’ within close range of a 
stronger enemy force, the sacrifice 
of alreraft entailed by the attempt 
brings no real relief to the land 
forces In the end. 


MISCALCULATION 


Detalling the difficulties of having 
Burma ineluded In this command, 
General Wavell sald he would have 
protested nbout this more atrongly 
if he had anfielpated an immediate 
Japanese invasion in force,

He hoped the arrival of promised

“My fears were justified and 
Singapore was surrendered to the 
enemy on February 15," :
